To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Haverfordwest  Rural  District  Council. 


MR.  CHAIRMAN,  MADAM  and  GENTLEMEN, 


We  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1963.  Details  will 
be  found  in  the  body  of  the  Report.  The  main  items  may  be  sum- 
marised as  follows  : — 


POPULATION. 

There  was  a considerable  rise  in  the  estimated  population  over 
the  preceding  year.  The  present  figure  (22,220)  represents 
approximately  10  per  cent,  increase  over  the  past  10  years. 

BIRTHS. 

The  general  birth  rate  showed  a large  increase  over  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  is  the  highest  since  1952,  and  compares  favour- 
ably with  the  National  Rate. 

There  was  a substantial  decrease  in  both  Still-births  and 
Illegimate  births.  The  Still-birth  rate  compares  very  favourably 
w’ith  the  National  Rate. 

DEATHS 

The  general  death  rate  increased  over  the  preceding  year,  but 
is  approximately  the  same  as  the  National  Rate,  which  can  be 
regarded  as  satisfactory. 

There  was  a large  decrease  in  the  number  of  Infant  deaths, 
the  Infant  Mortality  rate  comparing  very  favourably  with  the 
National  Rate. 

The  number  of  accidental  deaths  remained  the  same  as  for 
the  preceding  year,  and  has  remained  fairly  static  between  8-10 
over  the  past  few  years. 

There  was  some  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  attributed 
to  Cancer.  The  Cancer  death  rate,  however,  compares  favourably 
with  the  National  Rate. 

For  the  first  year  since  1947,  and  probably  the  first  year  ever, 
no  deaths  were  attributed  to  Tuberculosis  in  the  district. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year 
was  small,  apart  :^rom  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough.  There  was 
a large  reduction  in  the  number  of  fresh  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
notified. 

One  notification  of  Poliomyelitis  was  received,  but  this  was 
an  ’solated  case. 
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ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE  AND  SANITATION. 

Tne  measure  of  the  Council’s  progress  must  be  the  proportion 
of  houses  witnm  its  area  wmch  are  provided  with  water  suppiies, 
sewerage,  refuse  collection  and  other  services.  The  Rural  District 
nas  a record  which  is  creditable  bearing  in  mmd  tne  scattered 
nature  of  the  distr.ct.  Seventy-five  per  cent,  of  inhabited  houses 
have  a drainage  system.  Fifty-five  per  cent,  are  con.iected  to 
mam  sewers,  93.50  per  cent,  have  piped  water,  and  85  per  cent, 
have  refuse  coiiected. 

Five  sewerage  schemes  were  comp^'-eted  during  the  year  and  the 
Engineer’s  Department  are  energetically  pressing  forward  with 
more  schemes.  It  is  the  smaller  villages  which  remain  unsewered, 
and  tnese  are  more  expensive  in  terms  of  cost  per  property,  but  it 
is  to  the  Council’s  credit  that  the  schemes  are  be  ng  carried  out. 
The  effort  will  be  well  worth  while  when  it  will  be  possible  to  re- 
port that  all  villages  in  the  area  are  sewered. 

As  sewerage  schemes  are  completed,  owners  of  properties  are 
given  every  opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  Discretionary  and 
Standard  Grants.  It  is  natural  that  owners  wno  are  also  occupiers 
are  the  most  anxious  to  carry  out  improvements,  but  landlords  Oi’’ 
rented  properties  are  also  co-operat  ng.  There  is,  at  present,  no 
legal  power  to  enforce  improvements  other  than  simple  drainage, 
but  it  is  virtually  certain  that  this  power  will  be  given  to  local 
authorities  withi.i  the  next  twelve  months,  and  it  is  likely  that 
this  will  form  a great  part  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Department 
dur  ng  the  next  few  years. 

Where  there  is  little  possibility  of  sewerage  becoming  avail- 
able, advice  has  been  frequently  called  for  in  the  building  of  cess- 
pits and  septic  tanks.  This  is  becoming  increasingly  important 
s’  ace  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Rivers  Pollution  Preventio  i 
Act  1961,  which  requires  that  no  new  drainage  into  a river  can 
be  allowed,  and  existing  sources  of  pollution  must  be  considerably 
improved  before  they  can  be  continued. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  122  houses  and  bungalows  were  completed 
and  occupied  for  the  first  time  and  also  another  203  houses  were 
relet  following  casual  vacancies.  The  programme  of  clearance  oi 
unfit  houses  has  been  continued,  and  the  year  saw  the  ^mpletioii 
of  the  new  estate  at  Slade  Lane  built  to  replace  the  slum 

cottages.  Demolition  was  commenced  and  the  area  will  soon  be 
ready  for  redevelopment. 

Twenty-four  houses  were  represented  during  the  year  as  being 
unfit  for  habitation  and  incapable  of  repair  at  reasonable  expe  ise. 
The  owners  were  given  the  opportunity  to  out  forward  oroposals 
for  improvement  of  these  cottages  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note 
that  in  nearly  all  cases  owners  took  advantage  of  the  grant-ended 
Improvement  Scheme  to  bring  the  properties  up  to  standard. 

There  are  still  a large  number  of  people  livin^  'n  cottages 
classed  as  completely  unfit,  but  this  is  a problem  which  i beset 
with  many  difficulties.  In  terms  of  numbers  a' one.  the  Couicil 
could  easily  build  enough  houses  within  two  years  to  replace  them, 
but  unfortunately  a good  proportion  are  occupied  by  people  who 
are  unwilling  to  move  from  their  o’d  cottages,  and  will  not  apply 
for  Council  bungalows.  Most  of  them  are  elderly,  and  'iving  in 
cottages  away  from  villages,  usually  at  a low  rent  : they  often 
decline  to  move  even  a mhle  or  two  to  better  accon" modation. 
There  is  a need  for  small  groups  of  bungalows  in  some  are-^s  to 
meet  this  need,  but  it  is  necessary  for  the  Council  to  consider 
the  consequences  of  building  m isolated  ’ocations  without  the 
certamty  of  tenants  being  found 
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The  Council  reconsidered  their  building  programme  ior  the 
next  three  years,  particularly  having  regara  to  tne  fact  that  the 
bulk  of  the  demand  is  for  such  areas  as  Johnston,  Merlins  Bridge. 
St.  Davids  and  Solva.  Some  of  the  smaller  villages  on  the  other 
nand  have  no  demand  for  housing,  and  in  some  cases  are  becom- 
ing depopulated.  In  an  efl'ort  to  stop  this  trend  the  Council  de- 
cided that  there  should  be  no  wholesa-C  building  by  large  con- 
tractors in  Merlins  Bridge  and  Johnston  as  there  has  been  in  the 
past,  but  that  the  aim  should  be  a steady  number  of  houses  each 
year  to  cope  with  local  demand  only  and  that  in  the  smaller  vill- 
ages where  there  is  any  demand  that  building  in  small  numbers 
should  be  carried  on.  The  fact  that  there  is  a build  ng  programme 
should  provide  the  incentive  to  young  married  peop.e  to  stay  in 
these  villages. 

A large  part  of  the  Council’s  housing  need  is  for  workers 
entering  the  area  to  work  in  local  offices  and  industry.  The  pre- 
sent number  of  Ability-to-Pay  houses  is  insufficient  and  it  ap- 
pears that  the  solution  to  this  problem  lies  in  a large  scale  de- 
velopment of  Broad  Haven  for  workers  in  Haverfordwest,  as  well 
as  more  limited  development  of  this  kind  at  Merlins  Bridge,  John- 
ston and  possibly  St.  Davids. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  on  page  11  of  the  report  that 
329  unoccup  ed  houses  are  listed  on  31st  December.  Of  these  88 
are  houses  in  respect  of  which  action  has  been  taken  under  the 
Housing  Act.  We  have  accepted  undertakings  from  these  owners 
not  to  allow  re-occupatio'i,  in  most  cases  pending  the  carrying 
out  of  improvement  works.  This  includes  a number  of  about 
fifteen  properties  where  Demolition  Orders  have  been  confirmed, 
aid  are  awaiting  demol’tion — for  example  the  ten  properties  at 
Slade  Lane  wh’ch  have  since  been  pulled  down. 

A further  170  were  empty  because  of  changes  in  occupation 
taking  piace,  or  properties  which  were  being  offered  for  sale  by 
auctioneers.  There  was  a.so  a further  small  number  of  approxi- 
mately 25  which  were  agricultural  tied  houses  and  empty  at  that 
particular  t.me.  The  remainder  amounting  to  48  fell  into  one  of 
two  categories,  being  either  cottages  where  works  of  improvement 
were  in  progress,  or  cottages  used  as  holiday  acccommodation. 
The  figure  given  relates  to  31st  December  ; this  number  would  be 
substantially  less  if  the  figures  were  taken  during  the  summer 
months.  The  figure  does  not  include  a'.l  holiday  cottages,  since 
many  are  .^urnished  and  therefore  are  rated  as  occupied.  Also 
many  are  subject  to  long  lets  during  the  winter  months. 

INVESTIGATION  OF  AIR  POLLUTION. 

An  aspect  of  the  work  of  the  department  wh’ch  from  now 
on  will  become  vastly  more  important  is  the  investigation  of 
atmospheric  pollution.  We  have  five  sampling  points  for  sulphur 
pollution  by  the  lead  dioxide  method  in  villages  adjoining  the  re- 
finery at  Herbrandston.  These  give  monthly  readings  sufficient 
as  a general  guide  to  the  amount  of  sulphur  fall-out.  With  the 
growth  O'  industry  and  fresh  sources  of  pollution,  the  readings  are 
however  not  comprehensive  enough  for  detailed  criticism  of  in- 
dustrial methods.  In  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Scien- 
tific Research  a better  means  of  sampling  for  daily  results ’s  being 
investigated,  and  apnaratus  can  now  be  obtained  which  will  give 
daily  volumetric  readings  for  up  to  a week  automatically,  so  mak- 
ing daily  testing  possible  with  existing  staff. 

Ser’ous  concern  has  been  expressed  in  many  quarters  about 
the  amount  of  sulphur  dioxide  and  other  gases  which  wil'  be 
di'-chareed  into  the  atmosphere,  and  it  is  vital  that  observations 
should  be  made.  It  is  possible,  though  economically  difficult,  to 
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recover  sulphur  rather  than  have  it  lost  in  gaseous  form.  And  it  is 
also  possio.e  for  a power  stat.on  to  use  fuel  with  a low  suiphur 
content,  thereby  avoiding  the  grosser  forms  of  pollution,  ihese 
are  seeps  which  may  be  necessary  if  the  sulphur  content  of  the 
atmo^iphere  increases. 

inis  year  the  Rural  District  became  for  the  first  time  a mem- 
ber of  the  Standing  Conference  of  co-operating  Bodies  for  the 
investigation  of  Air  Pollut-on.  This  is  a body  convened  by  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Inaustrial  Research  through  the 
Warren  Spring  Laboratory,  and  tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  assis- 
tance that  we  receive  from  the  scientific  staff  of  the  Laboratory. 

CONCLUSION 

We  feel  that  a tribute  is  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Committee  for  being  thoroughly  progressive  i.i  their  discus- 
sions, and  for  the  way  in  which  pressure  has  been  brought  for 
improvements  in  all  corners  of  the  Rural  District  and  not  only  in 
the  larger  villages. 

Also  we  are  grateful  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment for  their  work  during  the  year,  and  to  the  co-operation 
received  from  other  officers  of  the  Council.

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SECTION  II. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


On  1st  October,  1962,  the  Council  ceased  to  be  the  Water  Under- 
taker, and  the  whole  of  its  water  supply  functions  were  transferred  to 
the  County  Water  Board,  but  up  to  that  date  pursued  its  policy  of  pro- 
viding mains  water  to  as  much  of  the  rural  district  as  possible,  despite 
the  financial  strain  involved.  The  result  has  been  that  the  new  Board 
took  over  a modern  undertaking  covering  almost  50  per  cent,  of  the  area 
of  the  County  forming  a nucleus  into  which  the  other  smaller  under- 
takings have  been  embodied. 

At  the  30th  September,  1962,  7,203  premises  were  being  supplied 
with  mains  water  being  93.50  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  properties. 

The  mileage  of  mains  handed  over  was  425  miles,  together  with  over 
2,700  consumer  meters. 


SOURCES  OF  PIPED  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

1.  PRESCELLY. 

Situated  in  the  Prescelly  Hills  in  North  Pembrokeshire.  The  water 
is  a typical  upland  surface  water.  Filtration  and  chlorination  take  place 
in  a modern  plant  immediately  upon  leaving  the  impounding  reservoir. 

Approximately  49  per  cent,  of  piped  water  in  the  Rural  District  is 
supplied  from  this  source.  The  capacities  of  the  service  reservoirs  on 
this  supply  are  : —

2.  HOTWELLS— GLANRHYD. 

(a)  Hotwells — sixteen  acres  protected  area  with  springs  collected  to 
service  reservoir.  Water  chlorinated  and  given  pH  value  correction. 

(b)  GLANRHYD — River  water  given  full  treatment,  sedimentation. 
pH  value  correction,  chlorination,  rapid  gravity  filtration,  and  then 
pumped  to  Hotwells  low  level  reservoir,  whence  together  with  the  Hot- 
wells yield.  It  is  pumped  to  Hotwells  High  Level  reservoir.

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3.  GARN  DEIFOG,  TRECWN. 


Gathering  ground  and  reservoir  (covered),  upland  surface  water, 
filtered  and  chlorinated.  The  bulk  of  this  water  is  supplied  to  the  Royal 
Naval  Depot  at  Trecwn. 


4.  NASH  FARM,  LLANGWM 

Water  from  springs  is  piped  to  a covered  reservoir  having  a capacity 
of  30,000  gallons  at  Llangwm  after  chlorination.  Pressures  have  been 
improved  in  Llangwm  and  district  by  constructing  a small  high  level 
reservoir  and  pumping  the  supply  from  the  present  source  to  that 
reservoir. 

Approximately  two  per  cent,  of  piped  water  in  the  Rural  District  is 
supplied  from  this  source. 

5.  PEN-Y-GARN,  HENRY'S  MOAT. 

Uplands  spring  passed  through  sedimentation  tanks  and  chlorinated. 
Approximately  eight  per  cent,  of  piped  water  in  the  district  is  from  this 
source. 


6.  MOUNTAIN  WATER,  HAYSCASTLE. 

River  water  is  given  full  treatment  by  pressure  filters,  pH  value 
correction  and  chlorination,  and  th:nce  pumped  into  Plumstone  service 
reservoir.  In  a full  year  approximately  10  per  cent,  of  piped  water 
comes  from  this  source. 


7.  ST.  DAVIDS. 

Water  is  abstracted  from  the  River  Solva  at  Middle  Mill,  flocculated, 
sedimented  and  passed  through  rapid  gravity  filters,  given  pH  correction 
by  lime,  and  sterilised  with  sodium  hypochlorate. 


8.  SMALL  AGRICULTURAL  SCHEMES. 

There  are  approximately  160  farms  supplied  by  small  piped  schemes 
and  grant-aided  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  through 
the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  The  sources  in  the 
majority  of  these  schemes  are  wells  and  springs. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  in  1961  was  517,414.000  gallons, 
or  approximately  1,418,000  gallons  per  day  or,  including  raw  water  for 
industry,  derived  from  the  Western  Cleddau  and  pumped  to  Bolton 
Beacon  open  reservoir  (5,000,000)  983,764,000  gallons  or  approximately 
2,572,000  gallons  per  day.  Figures  for  1963  are  not  available  as  all  re- 
cords have  been  handed  over  to  the  Pembrokeshire  Water  Board.

Temperature  records  are  also  now  maintained  at  three  stations— 
The  Rural  District  Council  Offices,  Haverfordwest,  at  Counting  House. 
Nolton  Haven  (by  courtesy  of  Rev.  B.  Townson,  M.A.)  and  at  Llandigige 
Fawr,  St.  Davids  (by  courtesy  of  Councillor  J.  Elliott  Morris)  and  these 
give  most  interesting  comparisons.  Minimum  temperatures  at  Nolton 
Hav-n,  for  example,  are  consistently  higher  than  those  at  Haverford- 
west by  7 degrees  F — 10  degrees  F.  Barometric  pressure  records  are  also 
kept  at  Nolton  Haven. 


Rainfall  records  are  regularly  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Civil 
Engineering  at  Liverpool  University  to  assist  on  hydrographical  research 
of  the  Cleddau  basin. 
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SAMPLING  OF  WATER. 


Seventy-seven  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year 
under  review,  64  of  these  were  for  bacteriological  examination  and  13  for 
chemical  analysis.

INVESTIGATION  OP  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

During  the  year  72  samples  were  taken  to  determine  atmospheric 
pollution  in  the  part  of  our  area  bordering  on  industrial  development. 
This  is  done  in  conjunction  with  the  Ministry  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research.  Investigation  is  by  the  sulphur  dioxide  method 
taken  from  six  points. 

The  results  so  far  show  that  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  is  small  but 
the  programme  of  sampling  is  being  continued. 
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SEWERAGE. 


The  Council  has  accepted  a series  of  four  programmes  for  sewerage 
schemes  for  all  the  large  villages  and  groups  of  properties.

At  the  present  time  approximately  55  per  cent  of  the  houses 
in  the  rural  district  have  main  sewerage  facilities.  The  Council  main- 
tains 57  disposal  works  of  varous  types. 

SEWAGE  ANALYSIS. 

A regular  programme  of  sewage  analysis  has  been  instituted  and  the 
Council  propose  to  set  up  its  own  laboratory  in  the  new  offices  when 
erected,  so  that  a close  control  can  be  kept  by  the  Engineer,  on  the 
advice  of  his  chemist,  on  the  operation  of  the  various  works. 

PRIVATE  SEWERAGE  SCHEMES. 

There  are  31  schemes  in  operation  serving  Council  housing  estates. 
The  sewage  from  the  48  houses  at  Wesley  Place,  Trecwn,  is  treated  at 
the  R.N.A.D.  disposal  works.

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OTHER  CONVERSION  SCHEMES. 

In  addition  to  the  properties  connected  to  the  various  sewerage 
schemes,  sanitary  conversion  schemes  with  drainage  to  cesspools  or  septic 
tank  units  have  been  carried  out  by  property  owners  in  113  cases.  The 
fact  that  74  of  these  were  undertaken  as  part  of  house  improvement 
schemes  again  shows  the  valuable  contribution  made  by  improvement 
grants  in  raising  the  standard  of  public  health  in  the  district. 


EMPTYING  OF  CESSPOOLS. 

There  has  been  a demand  for  this  service,  440  cesspools  being  emptied 
during  the  year,  an  increase  of  177  on  the  previous  year,  42  of  these  were 
in  areas  outside  the  rural  district  where  similar  services  were  lacking. 

The  nominal  charge  of  £1  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  at  private 
dwellings  within  the  district  ceased  as  from  1st  April  this  year.  The 
nominal  charge  of  £4  5s.  for  business  premises  in  the  area  is  still  in 
operation. 

The  Council  has  two  cesspools  emptiers  and  these  vehicles  are  fully 
engaged  in  the  emptying  of  numerous  disposal  works  and  provide  an 
efficient  service. 


DRAINAGE  INSPECTIONS. 

A great  deal  of  the  District  Inspector’s  time  was  again  devoted  to 
advisory  work  and  inspection  of  drainage  installations  in  connecton 
with  the  construction  of  new  buildings  and  improvement  works  carried 
out  to  existing  properties.  185  visits  were  made  for  inspection  purposes 
and  101  tests  carried  out  on  drainage  schemes. 

In  addition  68  surveys  were  made  of  properties  in  connection  with 
proposed  sewerage  schemes,  and  53  visits  made  in  regard  to  inspection 
of  sewers  and  disposal  works. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Additional  properties  are  being  brought  into  the  refuse  routes  who- 
ever possible,  and  we  are  now  approaching  the  stage  when  all  the  county 
roads  will  be  traversed  by  the  lorries.  Some  of  the  extra  work  we  now 
carry  out  is  extremely  expensive  in  terms  of  finance  and  mileage,  but  the 
Public  Health  Committee  are  always  sympathetic  to  requests  of  this 
nature. 

These  lorries  and  crews  can  cope  with  the  work  during  the  winter, 
but  in  summer  a fourth  must  be  used  and  even  with  this  extra  vehicle, 
litter  collection  frorri  the  coastal  area  is  becoming  a strain  on  the  service. 

Disposal  takes  place  on  four  sites  at  St.  Davids  Airfield,  Bwlchyrhos, 
Little  Newcastle,  Trenived,  Llanrhian  and  Bastleford,  Rosemarket.  All 
are  satisfactory  up  to  a point,  allowing  tor  occasional  fires  which  cause 
complaints,  especially  in  Rosemarket.  As  far  as  possible,  weekly  cover- 
ing with  earth  takes  place. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

The  Council  has  provided  public  conveniences  at  St.  Davids,  White- 
sands  Bay,  Solva,  Newgale  South,  Newgale  North,  Nolton  Haven,  Broad 
Haven,  Little  Haven,  Dale,  Llangwm,  Letterston  and  Abereiddy.  Care- 
takers have  been  appointed  to  cleanse  and  supervise  the  conveniences 
on  all  these  sites  with  the  exception  of  Broad  Haven  and  Little  Haven, 
where  arrangements  are  made  for  a Council  employee  to  undertake  these 
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duties  in  addition  to  those  of  car  park  attendant.  Extensions  have  been 
completed  to  Newgale  North  convtnionces,  and  conveniences  are  also 
under  construction  at  Lower  Solva. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  structures  were  painted  and  redecorated 
before  the  commencement  of  the  summer  season. 

Generally  speaking  the  conveniences  are  kept  in  surprisingly  good 
condition,  bearing  in  mind  that  they  are  subject  to  more  use  than  they 
were  built  for,  and  also  that  they  can  only  be  visited  by  a cleaner  twice 
a day.  Also  there  is  the  inevitable  vandalism,  and  the  need  to  be  con- 
stantly repairing  doors  and  windows.  A caretaker  in  constant  attendance 
is  the  only  answer,  but  an  expensive  one. 

There  are  a number  of  locations  where  new  public  conv^n’ences  are 
required,  but  several  are  already  in  preparation  for  villages  in  the  coastal 
area. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  continued  its  scheme  for  dealing  with 
infestation  of  rats  and  mice  at  farms  as  well  as  industrial  premises, 
private  and  Council- owned  dwellings.  Council  tips  and  sewerage  works. 

The  work  has  been  most  efficiently  carried  out  by  the  three  opera- 
tors, and  rat  and  mouse  infestation  is  kept  under  successful  control. 


During  the  year,  176  farms  and  other  premises  were  under  contract.

The  continued  large  number  of  plans  deposited  emphasises  the 
growing  interest  in  obtaining  improved  living  standards.  It  throws  a 
steadily  increasing  burden  on  officers  responsible  for  building  inspection 
and  also  calls  for  continual  care  in  dealing  with  planning  aspects  of 
those  applications  in  close  collaboration  w'ith  the  County  Planning 
Authority. 

HOUSING  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 

The  Council  continued  its  progressive  policy  of  extending  grant  aid 
under  the  Housing  Acts  in  respect  of  improvement  and  modernisation  of 
private  dwelling  houses.  Grants  for  improvement  to  74  properties  and 
conversions  in  five  cases  were  approved,  the  total  grant  involved  being 
£25,910  17s.  Od.  Twenty-three  Standard  Grants  were  also  approved,  the 
amount  involved  being  £3,231  16s.  Od. 

Improvement  works  to  75  houses  were  completed,  the  total  grant 
paid  in  these  cases  being  £22,507  13s.  Od. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  in  1949,  1.124  grants  have  been 
approved  and  improvement  works  have  been  completed  in  913  cases. 

This  work  is  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the  Building  Surveyor’s 
Department.  During  the  year  272  visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  in  respect  of  imorovement  grant  applications,  and  104  visits 
made  in  connection  with  other  works  of  repair  and  improvement.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


MILK  SUPPLIES. 

The  Rural  District  is  scheduled  as  a specified  area  by  virtue  of  the 
Milk  (Specification  of  Areas)  Order,  1957,  and  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
from  bottled  or  pasteurised  milk  only  may  be  sold. 

The  licensing  authority  report  that  there  were  sixty-six  retailers 
licensed  in  the  area  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Quality  and  production  control  of  milk  is  a function  of  the  County 
Council,  but  as  a public  health  authority,  we  are  concerned  with  the  bio- 
logical testing  of  retail  milk  supplies  for  Brucellosis  and  live  tubercle 
bacilli.  Sampling  is  now  being  carried  out  of  milk  where  brucellosis 
has  been  reported  by  the  Ministry’s  Veterinary  Department.  Samples  if 
necessary  are  taken  from  individual  cows  to  eliminate  possible  carriers. 
In  addition  we  have  recommenced  the  routine  biological  sampling  of  all 
retail  milk  supplies.  The  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council’s  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Carmarthen,  who 
are  most  co-operative. 

The  County  Council  report  that  of  the  86  samples  taken  by  them  for 
keeping  a.uality  during  1963,  seven  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

During  the  year  35  samples  were  taken  for  Brucella  Abortus  examina- 
tion. We  had  to  make  more  detailed  examinations  in  the  case  of  one 
h'rd,  and  individual  infected  cows  were  then  eliminated  from  the  herd. 
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ICE  CREAM. 


REGISTRATION  OF  PREMISES  FOR  MANUFACTURE 
AND  SALE. 

There  are  ho  premises  registered  with  the  Council  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  ice  cream,  all  supplies  being  obtained  from  six  sources  outside 
the  district. 

97  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice  cream  in 
accordance  with  Section  16  of  tha  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955.  All  these 
shops  are  structurally  sound  and  have  to  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  1960,  and  must  store  ice  cream  in  accordance  with  the 
prescribed  limits  of  temperature.
